called for large deposits of money on 
Monday, which the combination were 
unable to procure, and hence the 
market went down. They were unable 
to stem the tide, though they strove 
hard to do so. | 
The market weakened on Saturday. 
The general crowd of operators ænew 
nothing of the circumstance that the 
Comptroller of the Currency had noti- 
fied the banks of this city that they 
must adhere to the terms of the law un- 
der which they were chartered; that 
they should not loan any more than 10 
per cent. of their capital to any one 
man or firm. But the banks had noti- 
fied the combination of this fact, and 
the knowledge that they could not raise 
money on collateral as fore, rendered 
them powerless to operate. They were 
unable to buy up all the grain that was 
offered in the market on Saturday, and 
the price fell several cents in conse- 
quence. The market weakened also 
on Monday for the same reason, the re- 
ceipt of grain being very liberal, while 
the clique were only able to buy spar- 
ingly. It was not till 5 o’clock, how- 
ever, that the great break occurred. At 
the “call” on Monday afternoon, which 
lasted from about half-past three to 
half-past four o’clock, wheat was rather 
feverish, but exhibited little change in 
price. After the call was over, when 
the crowd had gathered on the side- 
walk in front of Central Block, atabout 
5 o'clock, one or two parties 
tried to sell grain, aud found 
that noboby wanted to buy; 
there was no one there that 
represented the combination. Then 
arose the suspicion that the clique was 
powerless, and it was whispered around 
by a few of the knowing ones that no 
turther aid could be expected from the 
banks. Confusion worse confounded 
followed. There were one hundred 
sellers to one buyer, and amid the most 
intense excitement the price of wheat 
fell rapidly through a range of about 
23 cents, in three quarters of an hour, 
making atotal decline of 30 cents for 
theday. Still the time was one of the 
most intense know-nothingism.i No one 


seemed to be aware of the condition of 


the market or of the consequences ; but 
inthe evening there was much fig- 
uring up of accounts and preparation for 
a call ot margins the next morning, 
which established another break. Yes- 
terday morning the market opened 
lower than at the close ot the preceding 
evening, but became firmer, and ad- 
vanced some four cents within a few 
minutes, the, transactions being confirned, 
however, to outside operators. Then 
came the call for margins, and as one 
after another, upon whom these calls 
were served, failed to respond, there 
was another season of panic during 
which every person seemed to mistrust 
his neighbor. 

The scene was one which is not likely 
to be repeated again in Chicago for 
many years, In the intensity of the 
excitement produced by the meeting of 
gentlemen inno humorto trust one 
another, but rather prepared to doubt 
the inspired record itself, the most ex- 
traordinary gesticulations were indulged 
in. Jacksonville, in the event of the 
destruction of the insane asylum, would 
have presented a scene of not more 
than ordinary excitement as compared 
with that produced by the explosion ot 
Mr. Lyon’s torpedo. Young men 
fattening onthe remote prospect of 
operating largely in the future, and thus 
consoling themselves for their present 
very subordinate and locomotive posi- 
tions, were running in every conceivable 
direction, bearing mysterious slips of 
paper supposed to signify some obliga 
tions. They sought checks, produced 
grain receipts, asked questions heart- 
lessly, and received nervous replies; 
communicated mysteriously with their 
respective employers, who were appa- 
rently driven to occasional frenzy by the 
news imparted. Men with the last drop 
of perspiration oozing from tbeir fore. 
heads ran excitedly from one to another 
of the members of the illustrious 
Board, us though the mercury 
was not about a hundred degrees 
in that uncomfortable hall.

The gencral effect of the collapse will 
be this: The country is full of wheat 
that has been prepared for market and 
cannot be sent forward. For the next 
two or three days the wheat already 
loaded on cars will be coming in, and 
there will be no buyers, and the poor 
fellows 1n the country who have bought 
this wheat from the farmers will lose 
most heavily. Shipments are very sel- 
dom made direct by the farmer. IIe 
— his grain to the country station 
by the wagon-load at a time, and it is 
bought by u man whose business it is to 
buy up until he can obtain enough, 
not for one car load, but for half a dozen 
or a train. This operator generally pro- 
tects himself dy selling ahead, agreeing 
to deliver so much during a month, and 
contracting with the farmer to furnish 
him so much grain. A great deal of the 
grain that is now being forwarded to 
market belongs to these men, who have 
sold it at a high price in advance, and 
paid the farmers for it a corresponding- 
ly high price. Hence their losses will 
be heavy. Many of the country opera- 
tors may be compelled to retire grace- 
tully from business. As a class they 
are even as essential to the farmer in 
helping him to market with his grain 
asthe commisston mea in this city. 
They are more so in the winter, when 
these commission men take large orders 
to send car-loads of grain directly East 
without its touching a Chicago eleva- 
tor at all,and large portions passing 
around Chicago by the various cut-offs 
without even the limits of the city. 
Many of the commercial men in this 
city will be afiected as badly asthe 
country operators referred to. They 
have sold this grain for parties in the 
country, and will be expected to stand 
between their principals and the parties 
for whom they sold. In many cases 
their transactions are covered by de- 
dosits of margins, but this is far from
